The  soil  is  warm  and  can  be  easily 
worked  and  there  is  aiiflieiciit  moisture  f<n 
transplanting,  but  the  soil  is  not  soggy  ii.s  it 
smiiglimes  is  in  the  Spring.  The  plants  eiiii 
be  set  out  leisurely  m  the  Autumn  tluring 
September,  October  and  November  giving 
one  a  long  planting  Season  nnd  the  plants 
set  out  in  the  Full  have  made  some  growth 
during  the  Autumn,  nre  thoroughly  rooted 
and  ready  to  begin  growing  in  the  Spring. 

During  the  Fnll,  you  will  also  receive  more 
prompt  and  better  Service  for  while  Frill  is  a

Some  bulbs  do  not  mind 
being  left  in  the  ground  from  year  lo  year.

poorer  if  Uirj’  are  allowed  lo  remain.  They 
ifiould  be  dug  wlicn  Ihc  leaves  have  lurned 
yellow,  not  before  nnd  laid  nut  on  the  dry 
surface  uf  the  .soil. 

Do  not  dig  Ibeiii  wlirn  tlic  ground  is  wet, 
and  above  nil.  do  not  pul  tliem  out  on  the 
surface  of  tlic  soil  on  n  hot  day  when  the 
Sun  is  too  strong.
